Grover Cleveland, President United 
States of America, Washington, 1). C. 
—Dear Sir: I am a Democrat. 
1 be­ 
lieve in the the platforms and policien 
of the party and firmly belive in those 
principles of Democracy enunciated 
and promulgated by you as the great 
leader of that party. 
I cannot say 
that my faith in your political wisdom 
and sagacity quite equals your own 
on the same subject, but no matter 
you are our Moses and we follow you. 
In one short but eventful year you 
have demonstrated your greatness 
and developed qualities of statesman­ 
ship that place you in the forefront 
of modern rulers. By your zeal in the 
cause of the illustrious queen of Ha­ 
waii you have shown that you respect 
royalty and ever stand ready to aid 
all distressed dynasties to the utmost. 
Where else could that fair and virtu­ 
ous but unhappy queen have found 
so strong and gallent a defender asm 
you. 
Mow her warm, ardent, impul­ 
sive, tropical nature must yearn to see 
and embrace her champion. 
The time perchance may 
come 
when she will sit again upon her throne 
and you he spared from your ardous 
duties to visit that sunny isle and lay 
your tribute of loyalty at her feet. 
We can well imagine that she would 
take you by the hand, Grover, and lead 
you beneath bending palms 
when 
the birds sing and flowers fill the air 
with fragrance. 
She would not kill 
for you the spotted calf, but would 
feast you on bananas and budge, with 
baked missionary on the side. 
Your 
enemies sneeringly assert that there 
are other “nigger cooks” in our own 
land as fair as she of whom we write, 
but (hey are blinded by prejudice. 
She is our modern Cleopatra and you 
her Antony. 
The present state of business is due 
of course, to the long misrule of the 
Republican party. 
The persistent ac­ 
tion of that party in encouraging 
manufacturing industries by levying 
a taritT on imports has at last brought 
about that condition of depression 
we so long have feared. 
Since the 
close of the civil war 30 years of al­ 
most continuous misrule and protec- 
tective tariff have passed into history. 
During these years we were appar­ 
ently prosperous. 
The north ami the 
south were striving as hard for supre­ 
macy in manufacturing industries and 
trade as they had striven in the line 
of battle. 
Railroads were built from 
ocean to ocean and from lake to gulf. 
Everywhere was activity and demand 
for labor. 
Cities extended their lim 
its, and the vast western pranes were 
changed to cultivated farms. But we 
democrats knew that all this apparent 
j»rasperity was fictitious; that real 
prosperity could not exist under a 
protective tariff. 
We know that al­ 
though laboring men were better paid 
than in any other country, ami had 
more comfortable homes and home 
comforts, they were nevertheless bur­ 
dened with an oppressive tariff tlmt 
robbed them systematically to build 
up millionaries. 
They knew it not; 
but we felt it to bo our duty to en­ 
lighten them. 
You, Grover, and I, 
and all of us did our share in educat­ 
ing the masses to know that they were 
victims of robbery. 
The great poet 
says: 
“He that is robbed, not need­ 
ing what is stolen, let him not know 
it, he’s not robbed at all.” 
We proposed to let them know it, 
and we did. 
They listened and were 
convinced, and by the voice of the 
people we gained control of the ship 
of state. 
You are the captain, the 
crew Loyal and the officers of your se­ 
lection. 
For years we had been sore­ 
ly troubled by the ruinous system of 
finaucos followed by the g . o. p. 
We 
were particularly worried in regard 
to a surplus in the treasury, which 
was utterly at variance with demo­ 
cratic doctrines.

A 
well kept po ultry-yard with eggs the 
year ro und and fo wl fo r the ro ast o r 
stew as o ften its desired affo rd a family 
an independence no t fo und elsewhere. 
'very farm er who kno ws what he is 
abo ut keeps a few hens, as there is no 
o ther pro duct *>u the farm that pays 
better pro fit o n mo ney end labo r than 
a llo ck o f hens well attended, especially 
in tlx * winter seaso n. We do no t mean 
to say that there is mo re pro fit In wiu- 
t< t.but they need mo re care, as in sum­ 
mer they will, with freedo m, mo stly 
lo o k after themselves. So me will say, 
“my hens do no t pay fo r their keeping.” 
This is true In many eases, but it is al­ 
ways the fault o f the man and no t the 
hens. 
Tho se o f yo u who are blaming yo ur 
hells because they do no t lay sho uld 
co nsider tlx * reaso n. Have they warm 
quarters? They canno t lay in winter 
unless they have green f o o d, such as 
cabbage and the like, and plenty o f 
s h e l l s , gro und o r po wdered bo nes, and 
gravel. Give them warm w ater fo r 
drink. Give them warm mash in the 
mo rning, made o f wheat bran and co rn 
meal, o r co rn meal and gro und o aks. 
If yo u do this. iiikI yo ur h< no do no t l*iv 
then yo u may blame yo ur hens.

Jubal Anderson Early, xvho w as in his 
seventy-eighth year, xvas a Virginian by 
birth. 
H e xvas graduated a t the U nited 
States m ilitary academy iii 1837, aje 
pointed a lieutenant of artillery and as­ 
signed to duty tit F ort Monroe, Va. 
H e 
saw service in the Florida xvar in 1837-8, 
ami iii tne latter year resigned from the 
arm y and began the practice of law in 
Virginia. 
D uring the w ar xvith Mexico 
(i* n. Early served as m ajor of a regi­ 
m ent' of Virginia volunteers, and was 
ab o acting governor of M onterey in May 
and June, 1S47. 
A ller th e disbanding 
of tit** arm y he again returned to the 
practice of law. 
A t the beginning of the

the Confederate 
service as a colonel, commanded a brig­ 
ade ut Bull Run and in the battle of 
W illiam sburg w as badly wounded.

It is expected that the schedules of 
the Northern Mill Company will be 
filed today. 
According to the state­ 
ment the assets of the company are 
about $1,400,(XX), and the liabilities 
$1,200,000. 
The assets consist largely of lands, 
timber, contracts, and the m ills at 
Brainerd and Minneapolis, and the

railroad. 
The chief term of the liabilities is 
$200,000 due the Pillsbury. 
It is said that the schedules in de­ 
tail will show an enormous shrinkage 
iii values, the railroad being put $150,- 
(XX) less than its cost or what it was 
supposed at one time to be worth. 
There is a shrinkage of about $200,- 
(XX) on the mills, timber lauds and 
other property, and it is this tremen­ 
dous shrinkage to which is attrib­ 
uted the company’s disaster.
